The recognition of Agnes Davis 
has taken a very few years Born 
In Denver, the young soprano won 
national prominence In 1927 M 
winner of the first prize In the A'- 
watcr-Kent Radio contest She con- 
tinued her studies at the Curtis 
Institute of Music and in the sea- 
son of 1934-35 was strared with en- 
gagements Indicative of the future 
which awaits her. Appearances with 
the Philadelphia orchestra under 
conductors Fritz Reiner and Alex- 
ander Smallens In the operas "Ros- 
enkavaller," "Haensel nnd Gretcl." 
and "Palstaff"; soloist with Eugene 
Ormandy and the Minneapolis 
symphony in Handel's "Messiah'' 
and Mahler's Second Symphony; 
Victor recordings under Leopold 
Stokowskt of his concert version of 
Wagner's "Goetterdaemmerung" 
came last year to this young artist. 

America's gift of music to the 
Coronation Jubilee was the giving 
of two concerts of American music 
performed by young American ar- 
tists in London, one at the home of 
Lady Astor, the other at the Amer- 
ican Embassy. Significant was the 
fact that the soprano chosen to 
represent this country was Agnes 
Davis. 

Miss Davis has been selected by 
Otto Klemperer to appear under 
him In the near future with the 
New York Philharmonic orchestra 
as soloist in the difficult modern 
score of Alban Berg's Suite from 
■ Lulu".

Dr. Cadman was born In Well- 
ington, Salop, England in 1864. He 
received his early education at 
Wesleyan college. Richmond Sur- 
rey. England, receiving the degree 
of doctor of divinity. Alter remov- 
ing to the United 8tates. he con- 
tinued his higher education here, 
receiving many degrees from Am- 
erican institutions of higher learn- 
ing. Including Wesleyan college. 
Yale, New York university, Uni- 
versity of Vermont, Wesleyan Uni- 
versity of Indiana, Syracuse uni- 
versity, Miami university. Bates 
college and Rollins college. 

He was later appointed radio 
minister of the Federal Council of 
American churches, becoming one 
of the attractions of such programs 
and earning the sobriquet of the 
most popular speaker of his subject 
over the radio. His popularity with 
his listeners grew to such an ex- 
tent that he finally gave up his 
city pastorlal work and devoted his 
efforts entirely to radio. He now 
resides in Brooklyn while not on 
his frequent lecture tours.

workout his charges looked very 
good. 

Bert. Johnson, sfllar halfback 
and candidate for All-Amerlcan 
honors, who har been on the in- 
jured list since the Ohio St:ite 
game, looked extremely impr sslve 
in this week s workout. He looks as 
if he has gained back all the weight 
he lost while lying in the hospital 
with an lnf' cted leg and he seems 
to have hit the stride and the pace 
with which he traveled last season 
and if he has then Coach Thomas' 
herd of Elephants will be plenty- 
bothered. 

An interesting change in this 
week's practice line-ups has been 
that of "Duck" Wadlington and 
Bob Davis Davis, who was teamed 
up with Bert Johnson in what 
Frank Thomas said was the best 
pair of backs in the nation, was 
working out with th~ "second 
stringers" under the direction of 
Coaches Twomey and Grant.

Above all else he can 
heave a pass as well with his 1-ft 
hand as some backs can with their 
right. He uses this to a great ad- 
vantage In throwing the opponents 
off their balance.

Dear Editor. 

I know that the subject of com- 
pulsory military training in college 
has been rehashed countless times 
—and the results has always been 
th« same— nothing has been done 
about it In the light of this, it 
seems useless to bring the subject 
up again. However, in the hope that 
perhaps, continuous bombardment 
may some day bore a hole through 
the concrete of military thought, 
these facts are presented 

Let us for a moment forget such 
arguments against compulsory R. 
O. T. C. as that it creates a war- 
like spirit; It is inimical to world 
peace, and consider the matter 
from a purely practical angle. Mil- 
lions of dollars are spent by the 
Ooveitiment in support of R. O. T. 
C. units. Is the monetary outlay 
compensated sufficiently by the ri- 
sults obtained? A student attend- 
ing a land grant college is required 
to take two years of military train- 
ing. During the first few weeks of 
the practical work, he learns the 
elements of marching and how to 
handle a rifle. From then on for 
the rest of the two years, the work 
Is merely a ceaseless repetition of 
these few simple operations. Little 
or nothing new is added. The class- 
room work is only too quickly for- 
gotten. 

Assumedly, the main purpose of 
the R. O. T. C. is for national pre- 
paredness to supplement the stand- 
ing army. And the present R. O. 
T. C. fulfills this purpose, but at 
much too high a cost. Without en- 
tering Into a serious controversy, 
we can admit without too much 
danger of error, that college stu- 
dents have sufficient intelligence 
to absorb the few necessary funda- 
mentals of military training in a 
relatively short period of time. Sup- 
pose there were no R. O. T. C units 
and war did break out. College 
men placed In a war training camp 
for one week, under pressure, could 
l*arn everything that now takes 
two years. Why then continue this 
long drawn out business of com- 
pulsory military training which 
wastes the government's money in 
unnecessary and extravagant ex- 
pense and wastes the time of the 
students in unprofitable repetition 
of a few military principles?
